What is claimed is: 

A member for the intermittent feed characterized in that one spiral groove is formed in the 
circumference part of the shaft and a chamfer for the feed is provided in the bottom of the 
connection part adjacent to the above groove by moving the groove part with the degree zero of an 
angle of lead which has straight line-shaped bottom into the shaft direction, building many connected 
to the circumference part of the shaft part.
